The government called it a 
Land Utilization Project, but 
the workers called it Bear 
Farm because they heard a

The area being referred 
to is 32,251 acres of partly 
depleted land in the western 
part of Dale County and the 
eastern part of Coffee County 
Or what is better known today 
as the northern half of Ft 
Rucker, Al 

In 1935 the Federal Govern 
ment created the Pea River 
Cooperative Land Utilization 
Area, buying the 32,251 acres 
of land from local land owners 
for $7.46 per acre 

In an effort to alleviate 
unemployment during the De 
pression torn years, President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's New 
Deal and the Works Pro- 
gress Administration (WPA) 
hired workers in 1986 to tr 
ansform the land into a wild 
life reservation.

SHOTGUN WAS TIED TO BEDPOST 


Man Found Days 
AfterShooting Death 


About midnight last Satur- 
day night relatives of Ezykel 
Robinson arrived at his home 
and found him dead of an ap- 
parent self-inflicted gunshot 
wound. He had been dead sev- 
eral days when discovered 

Robinson had been living 
alone for the past several 
months. Reportedly he and 
his wife were separated and 
She is living in Montgomery. 
The home is on a farm on 
the right side of the Elba- 
Brantley highway, near the 
Crenshaw County line. 

Coronor Charles Hayes, III 
ruled that Robinson had tied 
the trigger of his shotgun to 
a bedpost and gripping the 
barrel, snatched the weapon, 
shooting himself in the chest, 
just to the left of his heart. 
However the concussion from 
the shot exploding into his 
body apparently ruptured the 


heart. 

A television set inthe room 
was still turned on when the 
body was found. 

First reports reaching the 
Elba Police Department indi- 
cated the man had just shot 
himself and a unit of the Elba 
Rescue Squad rushed to the 
scene, However, whentheres- 
cue volunteers discovered the 
situation they returned to Elba 
after assisting investigating 
officers where necessary. 

Among those investigating 
the shooting with Corornor 
Hayes were Deputy Sheriffs 
Ray Norris and Dennis Hobbs; 
Highway Patrolman Ronnie 
Whitworth; Elba Policemen 
Hart, Armstrong and Ross, A 
representative of the State 
Toxologist office also sur- 
veyed the scene before the 
body was removed by a local 
funeral home.

Dear Senator Sparkman: Th: 
House passed a bill to raise 
the national debt ceiling re 


cently. Are there any efforts 
being made to reduce this 
debt? 


Sparkman: As youprobably 
know, the national debt now 
stands at about 475 billion 
dollars and is expected to 
increase slightly. The House 
passed bill authorizes thedebt 
ceiling to rise to 495 billion 
dollars. I expect that while 
the debt will vise slightly in 
future years, we will see a 
slowed rate of increase due 
mainly to Congressional ac- 
tion 

Dear Senator Sparkman: 
Whey does our nation not rely 
upon coal as our main source 
of energy? After all it is one 
of most abundant natural re- 
sources 

Sparkman: There is some 
indication that, as the demand 
for energy increases, SO also 
do we see a corresponding in- 
crease in coal mining acti- 
vities. Apparently, coal mining 
has not been economically fea- 
sable in many instances when 


compared to natural gas and 
oil. The tables may be turned 
now, however, and it may verv 
well become one of our most 


highly utilized resources. Of

A Penny Shortage 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


We've experienced the beef 
shortage, the gas shortage, 
the paper shortage, the fert- 
ilizer shortage and so on. At 
times it appears that the only 
thing there’s no shortage of 

---is shortages. 

The latest item that seems 
to be in short supply is the 
penny. That's right, the good 
old reliable American penny 
appears to be in short supply, 
although some 62 billion were 
produced over the last 15 years 
alone 

But, is there really a short- 
age of pennies? “No,” says 
Bureau of the Mint Director 
Mary Brooks. “There are 
plenty of pennies. But they are 
in the wrong places.” 

What has happened to cause 
this penny “misplacement?”

These actions would not be 
necessary if those more than 
30 billion pennies hidden in 
dresser drawers, piggy banks, 
old shoe boxes, glass jars and 
anywhere else you can think 
of, were put back in circulation 
It is obvious that 62 billion 
pennies of identical design are 
certainly not rare, and dull 
and discolored pennies are also 
not collectors items.

So, for whatever reason 
these pennies are not in cir- 
culation, if they are not once 
again put to use, the Mint will 
be forced to increase its pro- 
duction to meet the current 
extraordinary demand, thus 
wasting a-precious natural re- 
source -- copper, and tax dol- 
lars. It is estimated that the 
return of only one billion pen-

Thus, the Department of 
the Treasury has designated 
June as penny redemption mon- 
th. Not only can you perform 
a patriotic service by cash- 
ing in those old pennies lying 
around the house, but you can 
pick up a real collectors item. 
For every $25 worth of pennies 
cashed in at a bank, the Trea- 
sury and the Mint are prepared 
to issue a Treasury De- 
partment certificate to the 
individual or group responsi- 
ble. 


By returning those pennies 
you'll be conserving a natural 
resource, cutting government 
expense and picking up some 
“folding money” in the pro- 
cess. With that “extra” money 
you might even start a “real” 
Savings acount. “A penny earn- 
ing interest” would certainly 
appear to be more of a hedge 
against inflation that the prac- 
tice encouraged by the old 
idiom, “A penny saved, is a 
penny earned.”

That is why, when I beheld 
the deep hollow eye sockets and 
the mass of strain lines on the 
face of Mrs. M, I was not sur- 
prised to hear her say:

YEARS OF WRONG EATING 


In most cases, sleeplessness 
can be traced to years of wrong, 
inadequate diet. I explained to 
Mrs. M she would have to eat 
certain foods to build up the de- 
ficiency that was robbing her of 


sleep. 
Sleeping is controlled by a 
complex center in the very 


depths of the brain, and is regu- 
lated by the bloodstream. 

It is the magic plumbing net- 
work — our blood system — that 
takes care of all bodily proces- 
ses. But it cannot ‘deliver the 
goods" if there is nothing to 
deliver, if nutritional deficien- 
cies have depleted body re- 
serves.

Too much ordinary table salt 
can upset the sleep chemistry 
to such an extent that it causes 
a high degree of nervous ten- 
sion, which, in turn, results in 
insomnia. 

In a highly revealing experi- 
ment conducted by Dr. Michael 
M. Miller of Washington, D. C., 
patients were treated merely by 
reducing the amount of salt in 
the diet, Within a week patients 
on the low-salt diet were able 
to fall asleep within 15 minutes. 
Best of all, most of them slept 
through the night. 

Although not intentionally, 
most chronic complainers usu- 
ally exaggerate their insomnia. 

Fretting over loss of sleep is 
worse than the loss of sleep it- 
self. Mental rest during the 
hours of nightly relaxation is as 
important as physical inactivity. 

Sleep is needed by the body 
to rebuild cells and energy to 
use tomorrow. Sleep-inducing 
nutrients are necessary in your 
body to pull down the day’s cur- 
tain, signifying conscious per- 
formance is over.

VA Benefits 
Increased 


A new law (Public Law 
93-295) signed by the Presi- 
dent May 31 increased dis- 
ability compensation payments 
to vetereans by 15 to 18 per- 
cent, and dependency and in- 
demnity compensation for wid- 
ows and children by about 17 
percent. The statue made the 
increases retroactive to last 
May 1, 


check covering the increases 
for the months of May and 
June will be sent by VA to the 
veterans and dependents by 
mid-July. 

The regular monthly checks 
due next on July | will be paid 
at the old rate, but the new 
increases will be reflected in 
checks received August | and 
thereafter 

VA ofiicials emphasized 
that no application or inquiry 
will be necessary to receive 
the increased amounts 

The new law boosts pay 
ments to veterans rated 10 
to 50 percent disabled by VA 
by 15 percent, and those rated 
60 to 100 percent disabled by 
18 percent. 

The monthly piyment to 
Single veterans wit! percent 
disabilities goes up from $28 to 
$32. For veterans rated 100 
percent disabled under VA‘'s 
Ceneral Schedule the monthly 
sum is increased from $495 
to $584. And for the most 
Severely disabled veterans the 
maximum monthly amount is 
jumped from $1,252 to $1,454 

Veterans whose service- 
connected disabilities are 
rated 50 percent or more re- 
ceive additional allowances if 
they have dependents. These 
added allowances are also in- 
creased under the new law by 
15 percent

Dr. Lee Alley, Extension 
veterinarian at Auburn, sent 
a warning just recently about 
the dangers of equine infec 
tious anemia This is a dis 
ease recognized by horseown 
ers, trainers and veterinarians 
throughout the nation asa most 
devastating and costly disease 

This disease most often 
appears in the summer when 
biting insects transmit the 
virus from one animal to ano 


ther I have a complete sum 
mary of the disease in my 
office, but I will mention the 


symptoms First signs are 
intermittent fever, weight loss 
progressive weakness and an 
emia of varying severity. The 
mortality rate is usually about 
fifty percent, but may app 
roach one hundred percent in 
some areas 

There is a test which can 
determine whether or not a 
horse has this disease No 
treatment is effective; neither 
is a vaccine available. Hor 
ses showing symptoms should 
be separated from other hor 
ses immediately and your vet 
erinarian contacted 

Check with your 
arian for additional ways to 
prevent this disease One 
thing that everyone can do is 
to do an_ effective job if poss 
ible in controlling flies and 
other insects through good san 
itations and use of insecticides

found that stops growth of tough 
weeds like coffee weed even 
when the weeds are six inches 
fall. Dr. Buchanan says work 
is continuing with this new mat- 
erial that doesn’t kill the weed 
but stops it s growth to elimin- 
ate crop competition. 
Numerous combinations of 
herbicides, with and without the 
insecticide Di- System, are be- 
ing checked for interactions in 
the peanut weed control rea- 
search program discussed by 
Dr. Buchanan. Sofarthere has 
been no interaction that caused 
yield reduction of peanuts from 
any combination being tested 
at recommended rates, he poi- 
nted out. Earliness of plant- 
ing is being looked at as a pos- 
sible cause of variation in in- 
teraction, since late planting 
in Georgia have been reported 
to suffer interaction damage.

USDA Announces 


1974 Peanut Support 
Program 


The USDA announced the 
minimum national average 
support level as $358.50 per 
ton and other major program 
provisions for 1974-crop pea- 
nuts The new minimum 
Support level represents 75 
percent of the peanut parity 
price for May 1974. The sup 
port level for 1973-crop pea- 
huts was $328.50 per ton 

The 1974 Peanut Program 
differs from the 1973 Program 
in that 

(1) Peanuts found to con- 
tain visible Aspergillus Fla- 


vus mold will be ineligible 
for support 
(2) The charges assumed 


by producers for storage, 
handling and inspection will be 


increased from $15 to $17 
per ton 
(3) CCC's minimum sales 


policy for diversion sales will 
be 100 percent of the loan 
level, 

The Agricultural Act of 
1949 provides for peanut sup- 
port at a level between 75 and 
90 percent of parity depending 
on the percentage which the 
total supply of peanuts is in 
relation to the normal supply 
at the beginning of the mar- 
keting year. This announce- 
ment is in accordance with 
“Forward Pricing” provisions 
of legislation providing for 
such determination in advance 
of the planting season, 

The national average sup- 


port level will not be less 
than $358.50 but will be ad- 


justed upward at the beginning 
of the marketing year August 
1, 1974, if at that time a com- 
bination of the parity priceand 
the supply percentage results 
in a higher legal minimum 
support level 


A later announcement will 
list the support level of 1974- 
crop peanuts by type and area, 
as well as premiums and 
discounts for various types of 
kernels, foreign material and 
other factors 

Support will be available 
through loans and purchases 
Loans to approve grower asso- 
clations cooperating in making 
Support available to farmers 
will mature on demand by the 
Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion

They walked down the street 
and people stopped and stared

maitre’d of the Waldorf As- 
toria saying, “You have brought 
beauty to the Waldorf,”; a man 
on our all day tour stating, 
“Thank you for bringing them 
We don't get to see girls like 
that often.

Direct- 
ors of museums and exhibits 
who had declined our request

INISSIONS and the cities 
throughout the District and jobs 
were also available tostudents 
out of schoo! for the summer 
whose return to school would 
be helped by summer employ 
ment, This year, employment 
will be based purely on income 
of the entire family This 
means income of all persons 
in the household is used to 
determine eligibility for em 
ployment. These criteria were 
established by the Office of 
Management and Budget and 
these guidelines will be used 
by the Manpower Administra 
tion to define poverty level 
and economically disadvant 
aged for the Summer Youth 
Program 

The money to finance this 
program comes from the Fed 
eral government and the 
Summer Youth Program is one 
of the priority programs which 
the District VII Cooperative 
Area Manpower Planning Com 
mittee placed priority on. D1 
Walluce Miller of Enterprise 
and Mr. James McLin of Dale 
ville serve as co-chairmen of 
the District VII Committee 

Youth will be authorized to 
work 240 hours each during 
the summer 4nd will be paid 
$2.00 per hour in accordance 
with the new minimum wage 
rate. The program will give 
youth a chance to “see how 
the work world operates, gain 
meaningful work experience 
and obtain needed earnings to 
return to school in the fall.” 
It will also aid the state, cit- 
ies, counties and various 
agencies with additional per- 
sonnel to get things done that 
normal budgets would not al 
low. The operation of this pro 
gram, if all slots are filled, 
will bring to the District $634, 
752.00. 

The distribution of jobs to 
each county was made on the 
criteria of the number of youth 
in each county between the 
ages of 14 and 22 and the 
poverty level of each county 


COFFEE COUNTY 


Coffee County has been au 
thorized 43 slots to aid in 
county work, according to Mr 
Wilmer Ezell of the Commis 
sioners Court office. Mr. Ezell 
Said that there are four cate- 
fories which a youth could 
qualify under. These are, wel 
fare: lower income; low in 
come and miscellaneous. Wel- 
fare youth are given priority 
over the other categories. 


CITY OF ELBA 


The City of Elba has been 
authorized 14 slots. Thus far, 
only four youths have been 
hired, two females and two 
males. One of the females is 
working aS an aide to Mrs. 
Dowling at the Elba Public Li- 
brary and the other is working 
with Mrs. Ellis at the Water 
and Electric Office on Boswell 
St. Both of the males are em- 
ployed with the Street Depart- 
ment. 


ELBA SCHOOLS 


The City Schools have been 
authorized 10 slots. Atthe pre- 
sent time eight ofthe slots have 
been filled, four females and 
four males. The females are 
assisting in the office or as 
aides for the summer school 
program. The males are help- 
ing with the cleaning, mowing 
of the grasz, etc. 

On this program, the office 
or agency that the youth works 
for is responsible for super- 
vising their work and keeping 
a time’ sheet on them. Their 
time is then turned into the 
State and the State pays the 
youth for their work. 

Anyone interested in work- 
ing under the National Youth 
Council program is urged to 
contact the Enterprise office 
of Alabama State Employment 
and ask for Mr. Simmons.
